Territorial Division 

During the debate on Dr, Patrick's 
motion on the Territorial boundaries 
the Assembly at Regina got nearer to 
the provincial government question 
than it has at any time this session. 
The effect of the resolution was that 
the Assembly resented any interfer- 
ence with our territory except as 
reganis the portions lying directly 
north of Manitoba and British Colum- 
bia, 

The motion appears to The Herald 
to be inconsistent, It is willing to 
allow other provinces to help them- 
selves to the Yukon auu the terri- 
tory north of Manitoba, but cbjects to 
cutting off any portion of Eastern 
Assinibioa. It is a motion which is 
wholly and selfishly tinctured with 
Eastern Assinibola views. It implies 
that the people of a portion of BPast- 
ern Assiniboia care not what valu- 
abie sections are siced off and given 
away so long as their particular little 
section is aot tacked on to Manitoba. 

The member for Saiteoats, whose 
constituency borders on Manitoba, 
said his people argued that their pres- 
perity would be increased by absorp- 
tion with the adjoining province. This 
view seems to outsiders to contain 
common gense, ‘ihere is no! one iota 
of difference between the soil, climate, 
resources and industries of Eastern 
Assiniboia and those of Manitoba. 
Nature evidenuy intended them to be 


one. The objection of some people 
that union with Manitoba would 
mean additional burdens is only @ 


fanciful objection, for the same burd- 
ens—if they can be called such— 
would eventually come if Mastern 
Assiniboia remained a part of the 
Territories. The whole argument m 
a nutshell! appears to The Herald 
to be that Manitoba is too small, and 
the Territories too large, for one pro- 
vince, Canada is already over-govern- 
ed and no friends of the country wants 
to see the case made worse by the 
creation of the Territories into two 
new provinces, with two lieutenant- 
governors, two cabinets, two sets of 


legislative machinery, for which 
somebedy must pay. 
With Mr. Haultain’s remark that 


the question affected the whole of the 
Territories and that it would he wise 
tc map out a symmetrical area to be- 
the home of future provinces The 
Herald could have cordially agreed 
had he said “a province” instead of 
“provinces,” but we believe ant al- 
ways will maintain that the interests 
of what is now called the Territor- 
jes would be best served by an equal- 
ization of territory with Manitoba and 
the creation of the balance of the 
country, including Athabasea, Mac- 
kenzie and Yukon, into a new pro 
vince, which with its fllimitable re- 
sources would not only ultimately 
become in reality the baner province 
of the Dominion but would contain 
within itself the elements necessary 
to preduce, with the aid of the Federal 
subsidy, all the revenue necessary to 
its successful development, without 
the smallest probability of having to 
resort to the direct taxation of its 
people. 


The Calgary Creamery 

of butter at the 
Calgary creamery for the month of 
August has been 5,980, as against 
4,067 during the same month of last 
year, 

While the output has been greater 
than last year, the increase is due 
shipments of cream received from 
other points along the line. 

Cream was received from Leduc, 
Lacombe, Didsbury, Okotoks, and the 
Calgary district. 

The station at Leduc is operated on 
the cream separating plan, and 80 pa- 
trons sent in 67.390%) milk from which 
Was manufactured 2,369! butter, 
Lacombe cream receiving station 
was patronized by 11 dairy farmers 
who furnished 1,008.7 inches of cream, 
from which 868Ib of butter was made, 
One patron from Didsbury = sent 
down during the month 258 inches of 
cream, making 210th of butter. 

At Okotoks a cream separating sta- 
tion was in operation last year, but 
this year it was decided to run it on 
the cream collecting basis. Six patrons 
furnished 1,320.6 incues of cream, 
making 1,126 of butter. 

he supply from Calgary district 
Was not as large as it ought to have 
been. considering the good price real- 
ized for last season’s butter, Eleven 
patrons brought to the creamery dur- 
ing August 1,505.6 inches of cream, 
from which 1,405% of butter was pro 
auced, 

These figures do not indicate very 
much enthusiasm on the part of the 
dairy farmers in this district, yet we 
must say that those who have avail- 
ed themselves of the creamery are 
well satisfied with the results. 

For the information of those who 
do not quite understand the term 
“inches of cream,” we might explain

Canada has seldom been champion- 
ed by an abler pen than that of Miss 
Fiora Shaw, the most distinguished 
woman in her profession in the Old 
World. The fact that The Times’ 
colonial editor has recently visited 
Calgary and is at present investigating 
the resources of Northern Alberta will 
give her letters a local interest which 
will ensure their being eagerly read, 
Miss Shaw's first letter, written at Lake 
Bennett, on the way to Dawson City, 


is an excellent review of Canada's pos- 
ition today, based, not on a casual trip 
over the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
but on knowledge as comprehensive as 
it is correct. The letter entertainingly 
deals with the four great principal 
divisions of Canadian life—agricul- 
tural and pastoral, mineral and forest. 

“Canada at Midsummer,” Miss Shaw 
commences, “may well repudiate the 
title of ‘Our Lady of the Snows.’ It 
would be difficult to imagine a more 
complete presentment of summer than 
is offered in the first week of July by 
the territory which stretches from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific across the sou- 
thern border of the Dominion. The 
impression produced by an unbroken 
railway journey of six days and nights 
from coast to coast is of a land of 
clover and roses, of odorous woods 
and ripening crops, the continuity of 
which is only interrupted by noble 
waterways and by mountain ranges 
cl magnificent proportions. 

“Taken as a whole such a journey 
is an instructive prelude io any at- 
tempt to become better acquainted 
with the conditions of contemporary 
development in Canada. The line de- 
scribed by it passes through the four 
great sections of country upon which 
the four principal divisions of Cana- 
dian life are based. The primal ele- 
nents out of which the history of the 
Dominion has grown are, as it were, 
exposed to view, and when the direc- 
tion of progress is from east to west 
the historic order’ of precedence is 
suggestively maintained. It is from 
eust to west that the civilization of a 
handful of Prench and English sett- 
Jers has been carried across the con- 
tinent.” . 

After touching on the small farming 
of the French habitant, which is de- 
scribed as “rather picturesque than 
scientific,” Miss Shaw continues: 

“While the traveller sleeps the train 
carrles him on, passing in the night 
into a highly mineralized country of 
totally different aspect from that of 
the farm lands of the east, and leav- 
ing behind, unseen among other min- 
ing centres, the largest nickel deposits 
in the world, which were accidentally 
discovered at Sudbury in the course of 
tunnelling for the passage of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway. lor the greater 
part of two days the way lies through 
a wild region of forest and rock and 
jake, practically valuable for the great 
mineral wealth of copper and iron, sil 
ver and gold, which {t contains, and 
for the lumber and fishing industries 
to which its woods and waters give 
rise. It is towards the western ex- 
tremity of this region that the late 
gold discoveries of Western Ontario 
have been made. Nor Is it perhaps 
generally appreciated in estimating the 
importance of the lumber and Msning 
industries that the total value of the 
exports of Canadian fisheries and for- 
ests bas hitherto amounted to Just deu- 
ble the value of her minerals, ‘This 
estimate, it should be said, is Based 
on figures given only up to the end 
of 1896, and therefore leaves out of 
count the gold discoveries of the last 
two years, 

But it is not by what it contains of 
commercial value that thie district ex- 
eicises its greatest attraction, Over 
silver and copper and gold districts in 
a}l but a few broken spots the prim- 
eval forest still stretches its dark robe 
from the north. Old fur trading sta- 
tions of the Hudson's Bay Company 
are passed at intervale, and Indian 
legends hang about the country, No- 
thing in this district is more bea 
than the variety and grandeur of the 
waterways. Rivers, rivulets, water- 
falls and lakes succeed each other with 
endless charm, Their proportions are 
framed upon every seale, from lily 
bearing rock pools and rivers no 
broader than a mountain trout stream 
to the inland sea of Lake Superior, 
which covers an expanse of 30,000 
square miles, and the magnificient

Omdur- 
man has fallen, the Khalifa is routed 
and the Mahdist dominion over the 
Soudan is overthrown, The dis- 
graces of the past have been more 
than wiped out by the skill of Brit- 
ish generalship and the valor of Brit- 
ish soldiers, The battle of Omdur- 
man was a brilliant one. The foe, 
though a savage one, was a foe of 
conspicuous bravery, It is impossi- 
ble to withhold admiration for the 
heroism of the Arab emirs in their 
magnificent but futile charges on 
the British lines. Still less is it pos- 
sible to withhold admiration for the 
cool courage with which our own 
men withstood those desperate on- 
slaughts. The success of General Kit- 
chener’s expedition sheds glory upon 
himself and his men; and also upon 
the government which organized it.

,A few more years shall roll, 

A few more seasons come, 

And we shall be with those that rept 

Asleep within the tomb.” 

‘Vith uncovered heads and_ riveted 
attention the brethren listened to tho 
eulogium which Wor. Bro. James 
Reilly, one of the oldest Masons in 
Caigary, in very impressive and beau- 
fully chosen language gave to the 
wiemory of the departed brother. 

The speaker said: 

Worshipful Master and brethren, la- 
dies and gentlemen: 

It is a mark of the highest civili- 
zation to pay tributes of respect to 
the worthy dead. We are come to- 
gether today to mark with this beau- 
tiful monument the resting place of 
& man whose remarkable individu- 
ality made a deep and pleasant im 
presion on the community where he 
lived and acted. Our brother Living- 
stone was a native of the Emerald 
Isle, born in the beautiful county of 
Wicklow. near the Vaie of Avoca, 
one of the most beautiful spots in 
urope, famous in story and song. 
At the age of 16, in the morning of 
life, a youth of remarkable beauty of 
feature and figure, he crossed the 
océan just about 61 years ago and 
landed in New York, whence he 
found his way to some relatives in 
Wisconsin about the close of the for- 
ties. The discovery of gold in Cali- 
fornia fired him with the desire of 
wealth and happiness, and he joined 
the early argonauts to the California 
mines, where he engaged in what was 
to him the most attractive of voca- 
tions, that of prospector and miner. 

Here he remained for some years 
and became well skilled in all the 
agencies of placer mining. With a 
few companions he drifted north and 
east in search of other flelds of ad- 
venture. ‘‘owards the close of tne 
autumn of 1864 we trace him in com- 
pany with a few companions, miners 
wearied with disappointment, enter- 
ing a ravine near the summit of the 
Rocky Mountains in Central Mon- 
tana. The winter was coming, the 
surroundings an uninhabited wild, 
their larder about exhausted, when 
one of the party exclaimed: ‘I’nis 
is the last chance gulch.” The last 
chance proved a lucky one, gold was 
found and there were bnilt miners’ 
cabins—-some of which | had the 
pleasure of seeing—there was fixed 
the site, and there today siauds the 
beautiful City of Helena, the capital 
of our neighboring state of Montana, 

But the miner scarcely ever halts. 
We next hear of him in the Koot- 
enay, then drilung aiong tne neaa 
waters of the Saskatchewan, and 
down to the then only agricultural 
centre in our great north land, Ed- 
monton, where he tarried for a time, 
engaged in washing out geld. Still 
drifting eastwards he came to the 
trading post of Victoria, the site of 
a mission school and a settlement of 
families of the mixed race. Grown 
weary of the hardships of a miners’ 
life our hero craved the rest of a 
home and here he met, loved and 
iaarried an educated daughter of the 
prairies, whom he cared for and 
cherished to the ciuse Of Dis Lire; 
to them has been given a family of 
14, all of whom with the mother swr- 
vives, and to whom he has left the 


inberttance of an unblemished and 
honorable name, which if preserved
